Harvesting in the Spring 

About 356 million bushels of wheat and 
‘(1 rnillion bushels of oats and barley lay out 
invarvestead on. Alberta farms this past 
winter. ‘ 

That means that a lot of harvesting will 
‘yawe tobe completed this spring. 

it is the. hope of all that favorable 

ther will be experienced. as the grain 

id ‘be dry before it is combined or 
thneshed. 

Some 190 million bushels of tough and 
te4yp grain have already been delivered in 
the west from the 1951 crop. Another 60 
inilion are in farm bins soon to be delivered. 
About 60 million bushels have been dried in 
terminals. 

Further deliveries of tough and. damp 
wrain to country elevators will aggravate an 
\leady Serious condition. Farmers .are ad- 
yised not to harvest their last fall’s crop 
until it is dry to avoid the loss of revenue 
that will result by delivering low grade 
wheat, oats and barley to grain buyers. 


The Flying Saucers 


Despite many official denials in recent 
years, the case of the flying saucers con- 
finues to arouse interest and cause con- 
cern. The latest information indicates 


that one of ‘the military sérvices, at least, 
has row initiated a program, in all seri- 
ousness, to learn more about the strange 
fiving objects periodically reported over 
the United States. 

As far as can be learned, none of the 
strange flying objects has ever landed in 
ithe United States, though they have been 
veported seen by veteran airline pilots, 
veteran military pilots and by many other 
vesponsible officials. The descriptions have 
varied, from time to time, which has 
led to the belief that witnesses were only 
‘seeing natural phenomena. However, the 
‘descriptions have become so _ persistent 
and have been from such reliable sources, 
that military officials have deemed it proper 
40 serioulsy investigate this stranger-than- 
‘tiction situation. . ; : 

This is a strong indication that there is _ 
‘more than meets the eye in the flying 
‘yaueers’ report. Whether’ the saucers 
‘originate .outside the United States or 
whether they are experimental projects 
of the U.S. armed forces, the editor can- 
«aot say. All that can be said is that 
some of the military are taking seriously 
reports of weird objects flying through 
the skies. . 


Splash! 

Motorists in our town are, in the main, 
as courteous. a group as you will find any- 
where. They are careful to watch the speed 
limit, to stop at signs and to watch out for 
children on the streets. They seldom, if 
ever, race a pedestrian to a street crossing 
and usually turn corners on at least three 
wheels. In other words, they are good, citi- 
sens when they get behind the wheel of 
tneir car, 

In the spring, sloppy streets and puddles 
offer temptation. There is something in 
expressibly funny about seeing a person 
(someone else of course) get splashed — 
funny, that is,. to people other than the 
splashee.

Labor candidates in the April elections 
pointed te the national situation in Eng- 
land, the new austerity program and the 
decreased rations, to show that the Con- 
servative Government had accomplished 
nothing since being elected to office. The 
promises of last year, of red meat, more 
food, lower prices, all were ridiculed by 
the Laborites, who can point to less meat 
and higher prices, in many .cases, and 
tightened rations in most cases. 

Of course, the Conservatives are em- 
barking on a rearmament program and 
have. others reasons for the tightened con- 
trols but, nevertheless, their control in 
Parliament hangs by a thin thread. Every- 
one agrees that the next few months 
‘may be a crucial period in the Conserva- 
tive Party’s reign in England. The accu- 
racy of Laborite predictions that the 
Churchill Government would last only 
six months will probably be determined 
in the next few weeks or months. 


More Food For People 


The gradual disappearance of the horse 
as a source of farm draft power has meant 
that more land is available for feeding 
people. 

Charles F. Kettering, research consultant 
for General Motors,’ calculates that 41% per- 
sons can be fed on the land hitherto re- 
quired» to produce fodder for one horse. 
That ‘means that 80 million more people in 
the United States can be fed without farm- 
ing one more ‘aere of ground. :

from five million to 14 million. 
The standard of living .of our 
northern neighbors is almost -as 
high as the U.S. standard, Nine- 
teen out of twenty Canadian fami- 
lies have radios, three out of every 
five own avtomobiles, and five out 
of seven have, telephones. 

Within the next few months, 
Canadians wil begin a project to 
harness the .waters. of the Sas- 
katchewan River to irrigate 600,- 
000 acres of land, which will mean 
homes for 30,000 additional fami- 


lies. 

The Canadian Parliament has 
already authorized construction 
of the St. Lawrence Seaway, 


which will make it possible for 
ocean vessels to sail from the 
Atlantie into the middle of the 
continent. Electric power pro- 
duction in Canada has doubled in 
recent vears, and this pioneer 
nation has its own atomic devel- 
opment. 

We in the United States are de- 
lighted to see our next door neigh- 
bor making so much progress, In- 
stead of fortifying the frontier, 
we realize that a strony Canada 
is an asset in the fight for world 
peace. It is unfortunate that the 
peoples of Europe are unable to 
get along as well with one an- 
other as do the peoples of the 
United States and Canada.

Stem Rust—What's Ahead 
for 1952 

A plain statement of the situation 
is that Race 15B of stem rust-pre- 
sents a serious threat to wheat pro- 
duetion in Western Canada in 1952. 
None of the wheat varieties. now 
grown commercially in the Prairie 
Provinces are resistant to Race 15B. 

Rust in the South. During the,past 
winter, Race 15B of stem rust caused 
considerable damage to grat crops 
in central Mexico, Stem rust has 
already been found in Texas. How- 
ever, crop conditions in that State 
are unfavourable for the develop- 
ment and spread of rust. Present 
indications are that there will be no 
important “build-up” of rust in 
Texas this Spring. Crop conditions 
in Oklahoma and Kansas, however, 
ave excellent, and it is possible that 
a heavy outbreak of stem rust may 
cecur in these States this Spring. If 
and the prevailiag 


his happens, 


winds are just right® (irom the 
South), billions of spores ot Race 
15B of stem rust may invade and 
infect the wheat fields of Westeru 
Canada during the critical months 
ot June and July. It is impossible 


ior anyone to forecast at this time 
whether or not an epidemic of stem 
rust will occur in Western Canada 
ia 1952. It all depends upon the 
weather, particularly the weather 
conditions of June, July and August, 

Protective -Measures, For theit 
proteclion western larmeérs 
we advised to use the following 
rust control measures this Spring: 
(1) Use only good, high-germinating 
seed of a recommended wheat vari- 


owl 


ety. (2) Clean and treat all your 
-eed-grain this Spring. This will not 
stop rust, but it will help the plants 


o get off to a faster start and lead 
@ earlier crop maturity, (8) Where 


practicable, use a phosphate fertil- 
ier. ‘This will also help to induce 
eary maturity. (4) Above all, plant 
your wheat as early as possible.

Spring. Seeding 
Of Forage Corps 


In all but the driest sections of 
Alberta forage crops can usually 
be grown successfully with grain 
as a companion crop. In the dry 
areas, however, the use of a com- 
panion crop is not advisable, It 
competes with the forage crop 
for nlant food and moisture and 
usually results in an unsatisfac- 
tory stand. 

Forage 


seeding in the 
southern part of the province 
shovild be done not later than 
early “May, ‘says J. E. Birdsall, 
supervisor of erop improvement. 
This makes Jossible the use of 
spring moisture by the seedings, 
and allows them to become estab- 
lished before the hot winds come. 
Forage crops shrald not be sown 
in land known to .be infested with 
cut ‘worms. 

Farther north, where forage 
crops are more readily established, 
competition of the companion 
grain crop is not so serious. Early 
seeding is still desirable, but the 
date will depend to some extent on 
the condition of the land and the 
amount of cultivation required. 
If the soil is not too dry. seeding 
may be done any time up to June 
15th. 

Wherever you farm remember 
these rules, advises Mr. Birdsall: 

(1) For strong stands and 
fewer weeds, use the best seeds 
you can get. 

(2) Keep the seed in the sack 
unless there is enough moisture 
for fermentution. 

(3) Seed shallowly in firm soil.

Hogs Marketed 
At Wrong Weights 


Alberta hog producers are ad- 
vised by the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture to market their 
hogs at proper weights. During 
1961, an increased number of 
hogs weighing more than the pre- 
scribed weights for grades “A’”’ 
and “‘B” were marketed, 

Heavy hogs mean more to the 
farmer than reduced sales price 
and loss of the bonus given for 
marketing hogs of proper weight. 
A. J. Charnetski, Live Stock 
Supervisor, said more feed. is 
needed for each additional gain of 
a pound in weierht after a weight 
of 200 pounds ,. reached, 

The pereentage of top grades 
cotld be increased considerably 
by feeding belanced diets and not 
marketing any hogs over 210 
pounds in weight. Skim milk 
should be used or replaced with 
protein supplements. 

Mr. Charnetski said ‘inferior 
breeding is another cause of de- 
graded hogs. Parent stotk must 
‘be of high quality to produce top 
grade hogs. High quality includes 
good, length, fine shoulders, laek 
of bulge in break of rib, good type 
rear flanks, and full, firm hams. 
These points should be present in 
both sire and female,
